The Santa Fe Engineers 
and Firemen Join 
the “*Q” Men. 


Chief Arthur, Surprised, Re- 
quests a Revocation of 
the Strike Order. 


The Fort Scott & Gulf Engineers 
to Go Out This Evening. 


Important Meeting of the Griev- 
ance Committee at Kan- 
sas City. 


The Missouri Pacific Men Ask Permission to 
Strike To-Day—The Request Refused, but 
a Strike Probable To-Morrow—Union Pa- 
cific Engineers to Go Out Sunday—Pres- 
ent Policy of the Brotherhood to Have 
One Road Go Out Each Day Until the 
„ Men Win—A Santa Fe Train Taken 
Out by a Non-Brotherheed Engineer 
With His Wife Acting as Fireman—Ru- 
mors That the Iron Mountain Men Will 
Join the Strikers—The Situation Locally. 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 16.—Yesterday after- 
noon the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe engli- 
neers struck on order of Chairman 
Conroe of the Grievance Committee. 
Atéo’clock, the appointed hour, two freight 
engineers ran their engines into the round- 
house atthe Santa Fe yards here and would 
not budge a train, claiming that they 
sick. One after another the engines 
came rolling into the round-house, until 
seven engines lay cold and still in 
their shelter and the drivers had doffed their 
working clothes. As soon as the managers 
heard of the men’s compliance with the order 
of the Grievance Cömmittee they sent out to 
get engineers who were dus. but, though the 
city was scoured, 


THE RESULTS WERE UNSATISFACTORY. 

Wherever an engineer off duty was found, 
he also was sick and couldn’t under any cir- 
cumstances dream of going out in the bad 
March air. Some who left their engines were 
not Brotherhood men but they decided to go 
with the rest. A few minutes after 4 
the Atchison passenger train ran outa few 
minutes late, the cab being held by an engin- 
eer said to be a non-Brotherhood man. 

The strikers*at a mass meeting at the Metro- 
politan Hall last night gave out a 
statement of their reasons for strik- 
ing in which they deciare that the 
Santa Fe had violated its agreement not to 
handle d'“ freight. They also claim that 
the management of the different lines con- 
necting with the ‘‘Q’’ have been 

WORKING UNDERHANDEDLY 
to defeat the Brotherhood. The men say itis 
better for them and the traveling public to 
settle the matter now than to put the question 
off. 

General Manager Goddard and other of- 
ficials declare thatthe strikeis general over 
the whole system, and that 4, 200 trainmen are 
thrown out of employment. Of these 700 are 
engineers, 700 firemen, The pay-rolis of 
these men amounted to $27,600 per month. 
There are about 1,100 car loads of merchandise 


tied up in the various divisions and eighty-five 


car loads of perishable freight, for all of which 
the company will be respensible. The man- 
agement claim that Chairman Conroe repre- 
sentedto them up tothirty minutes of the 
strike 
THAT EVERYTHING WAS QUIET, 

and that no danger need be apprehended, The 
strikers, on the other hand, in their official 
announcement deny this, and declare that 
the officials knew fora week what was going 
to happen. The men also say that instead of 
taking snap judgment they ordered passenger 
trains to be run to the end of their runs and 
freights to the end of their divisions, 

Up to this strike the relations between com- 
pany and men of the Santa Fe were ofthe 
best. It is said that last month the road 
adopted the mileage schedule of wages, which 
was the basis of the Burlington strike, and 
entered into contracts with the members 
of the Brotherhood on the basis of the 
schedule. The Board of Inquiries was granted 
the men under this contract, and other con- 
cessions made for which, it is said, the en- 
gineers agreed not to fail to perform their du- 
ties. On the 8th and 9th inst. the Brotherhood’s 
representatives and the road’s officials held 
conferences regarding the Q strike and the 
duty of connecting roads to haul the Q’s 
freight. Finally the company was 

3 SERVED WITH A NOTICE 

that after Sunday lastthe Santa Fe engineers 
would refuse to handle any Qfreight. The 
men disclaimed any intention of injuring 
the Banta Fe, but they had to help the Bur- 
lington strikers. The company asked time to 
lay the matter before the Board of Directors. 
Since then the company claims no engineer 
has been ‘asked against his will to haul any 
train having Q cars. 

From Newton, Kan.; Wellington, Kan.; Em- 
poria, Kan.; Wichita, Kan.; Albuquerque, N. 
M.; La Junta, Colo. ; Trinidad, Culo., and Abi- 
lene, Kan., reports come in of a general tie- 
up.

Une passenger train passed 
through here at7this morning en route to 
Kansas City and pulled by Engineer Furs, 
who took the same train to Osage City last 
night. At 3:6 this morning the through pas- 
senger train left Topeka on time. The fire- 
man left his cab here, but a new one 
was secured and Engineer Rolla took 
the train to Kansas City. Just before noon 
to-day a special stock train, containing twen,; 
ty-one cars of cattle, hogs and horses, passen 
through Topeka. without stopping, golig 
east. The engineer was ‘‘Pap’’ Cunningham, 
who has some grievance with the Brother- 
hood, and took an engine west . chis 
morning for the purpose of 
BEINGING IN THIS TRAIT. : 
Up to noon nothing definite had been agreed 
upon. At the general offices one officia! stated 
that traffic along the system was practically at 
a standstill except a few through trains which 
were en route East, and had not reached their 
destinations. This official stated that their at- 
torneys had advised them that they 
could not peremptorially refuse ‘‘Q.’* freight 
without being liable to the penalties provided 
by the interstate commerce law. The en- 
gineers claim that their contracts do not re- 
quire them to give thirty days’ notice in the 
event of quitting, but only in the event 
of a change of the conditions and rules 
in the contracts. The company seem to take 
the opposite view and claims that Chairman 
Conroe has played a double game and taken 
‘*‘snap judgment,’’ while conveying the im- 
pression that no strike had been ordered. The 
company to-day says it has positive proof the 
strike was ordered Saturday to take piace at 
(o' clock yesterday afternoon.

FEW TRAINS RUNNING. 


The Situation on the Santa Fe—Other Roads 
to Strike. 


Kansa8 City, Mo., March 16.—The strike sit- 
uation on the Santa Fe road is unchanged this 
morning. Nota wheel is turning except a few 
switch engines. The engineers and firemen 
persist in saying they have received no orders 
to strike. They are simply ‘‘tired’’ and want 
to rest. No trains have been moved in any 
direction and the officials refuse to receive 
freight ofany kind. The Union Depot pre- 
sents a regular Castle Garden appearance, as 
hundreds of emigrants have been brought in 
whose destination was somewhere on the line 
ofthe Santa Fe. Two hundred of them are 
crowded into the emigrantroom and there are 
new accessions hourly. 

Assistant Superintendent Speer says that he 
will baye trains moving to-morrow, but the 
outlook at present is not flattering for the 
road. The managers of the strike absolutely 
deny any order being given fora strike. The 
engineers say they have no grievance, but say 
they will rest until the Burlington road comes 
to terms with its employes. 

WHY THE STRUCK. 

11:30 a. m,—Interviews with a number of 
striking engineers on the Santa Fe road de- 
velops the fact that they have examined the 
lists of stockholders on the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy,and the Atchinson, Topeka & San- 
ta Fe and find that a considerabie number of 
Santa Fe stockhoiders are iargely interested 
in the .““ They say that they came to the 
conclusion that they would dip into both pock- 
ets at once, and let these men feel the full 
effects of tke strike by crippling their re- 
sources. All trains on the Gulf System and on 
the Missouri Pacific are moving promptly on 
time and the engineers say positively that 
there will be no trouble on the Missouri Pa- 
cific, but claim to know nothing regarding the 
Gulf, Train No. 8 on the Santa Fe, due to 
leave at 10:15, still stands on the track 
with its passengers in the seats and the 
mail and express matter in the cars. 
No. 5, due to leave at 11:20 has been aband- 
oned, but Superintendent Spoor says No. 3 
will go out. Acrowd of about five hundred 
men surrounded the train on the track, being 
composed of the rougher element. The 
engineers are quiet and orderly and remain 
away from the depot. The following dis- 
patch was sent from here last night: 

THE ATOHISON’S ATTITUDE. 
* B. Stone, General Manager C., B. g Q., 
We > wish you to understand that we will hold 
the Burlington system responsible for all 


damages to our company on account of the 
strike. 


This was signed by the General Superin- 
tendent of the Atchison road. The engineers 
of the Burlington say that they are confident 
the trouble will be settled within forty-eight 
hours by the company discharging 
their new men and coming to 
a settlement with their old ones. 
They claim to base their supposition from the 
fact that the officials of the two roads are in 
consultation. The Grievance Committee of 
the Santa Fe cannot be found, as the members 
are not together, but are each at his division, 
and all work and communications is done se- 
oretly and by cypher. Reports from points 
along the line of the Santa Fe show a com- 
plete blockade of both freight and passenger 
traffic. 

A WOMAN ACTS AS FIREMAN. 

12 m.—At 11:26, Ben Johnson, foreman of the 
A., T. 4 8. F. round-bouse at Argentine, 
backed an engine up tothe Union Depot and 
coupled on train No. 8, whichis the through 
California express, Ben Wharton, who has 
been an engineer on the Santa Fe for ten 
years, mounted the engine. He is not a Broth- 
erhood man, having been expelled from the 
organization during the great strike of 1877. He 
has since applied for admission, but has 
been rejected. Shortly after Wharton had 
donned his overalis a sensation was created in 
the crowd by the appearance of his wife, who 
pushed her way through to the engine and was 
assisted toaseat by her husband. She de- 
clared her Intention of acting as fireman on 
the trip, and covered her clothing with a 
rubber ulster, whiie a flreman’s cap sat 
jauntily on her black hair. Promptly, 
in response to the conductor’s signal at 


| 11:36, the train started and proceeded slowly 


on its way. Not a cheer or sound of any kind 
greeted it as it passed along and it could easily 
have been mistaken for a funeral train. Every 
car was packed by passengers, as the tfain 
carried those who had tickets for No. 1, which 
was due to leave at 11:18.

A Complete Tie-Up. 


WINFIELD, Kan., March 16,—The tie-up here 
is complete on the Southern Kansas and Santa 
Fe roads, not even mail trains are running. 
The ’Frisco and Missouri Pacific are running 
on time. Merchants here are uneasy as their 
spring invoices are on the road and serious 
delay would work great injury. 


A COMPLETE SURPRISE. 


Chief Arthur Thinks the Santa Fe Men Made 
a Mistake. 


CHICAGO, III., March 16.—When questioned 
regarding the strike on the Atchison system 
Chief Arthur said to a reporter: It is alto- 
gether beyond my power to give you any ex- 
planation of this action. I don’t understand 
it. The men have not notified nie and I am 
completely in the dark.“ 

Are you not ordinarily informed of such 
things?’’ 

„Always; yes, sir, and this is what makes 
the matter still more unintelligible. I don’t 


understand it at all, repeated the chief. It 


the company has not broken its agreement 
made with the men they have done wrong and 
must suffer the consequences.“ 

‘*Don’t you consider this action as strange?“ 

It is nothing less than open rebellion, for 
itlooks much as if either the men were tired 
of the grand officer’s advice or willfully dis- 
regard their duties to the laws and the consti- 
tution. 

Have the men ever acted Independently of 
you or Mr. Sargent?’’ 

Never; ard never have they acted in the 
past as they are acting in the present 
troubles.’’

The information obtainable here in regard 
to the strike of the Brotherhood engineers and 
firemen on the Atchison system is, as yet, 
very meager.
